GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Hospitals. 

The  hospital  services  for  Ilfracombe  and  the  surrounding  areas  are 
administered  by  the  South-West  Regional  Hospital  Board  through  the 
North  Devon  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

The  hospitals  situated  in  the  town  are  the  Ilfracombe  and  District 
Tyrrell  Hospital  which  has  32  beds  and  the  Bicclescombe  Hospital  which 
has  ten  beds  for  convalescent  patients,  ten  for  maternity  cases  and  four 
ante-natal  beds. 
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Isolation  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Kingsley  Hospital  at  Bidetord  is  available  for  infectious 
diseases  other  than  small  pox. 

Small  Pox.  Liskeard  Small  Pox  Hospital  is  the  one  to  which  any 
cases  of  small  pox  will  be  sent. 

Special  ambulance  transport  can  be  obtained  through  Plymouth 
Ambulance  Service.  Tel.  No.  Plymouth  64101. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Exeter. 

Ambulance  Services.  Two  motor  ambulances,  under  the  control  of 
the  County  Health  Authority,  are  stationed  at  Ilfracombe  and  operated 
by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic.  Held  at  Boutport  Street,  Barnstaple,  the  first 
Friday  in  each  month  at  11  a.m.  by  appointment. 

Chest  Clinic.  At  the  North  Devon  Infirmary  Annexe,  Barnstaple. 
Sessions  are  held  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  from  9 a.m.  to  1 p.m.  and 
2 p.m.  to  4-30  p.m.  for  clinic  and  X Ray  examinations,  and  on  Fridays 
from  9 a.m.  to  1 p.m.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1966. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ilfracombe  Urban  District 

Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  relating  to  work  of  my 
Department  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1966,  I having  com- 
menced my  duties  on  the  17th  October,  1966. 

During  the  year,  one  building  was  converted  into  three  two-bed- 
roomed  units  of  accommodation.  There  appears  to  be  need  for  the 
construction  of  further  units  of  accommodation  for  letting.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  there  were  80  applicants  on  the  waiting  list  for  one-bedroomed 
accommodation,  50  applicants  for  two-bedroomed  accommodation,  31 
applicants  for  three-bedroomed  accommodation,  and  6 applicants  for 
four-bedroomed  accommodation.  The  greatest  need  seems  to  be  for 
one-bedroomed  accommodation,  principally  for  elderly  people. 

During  the  year  the  new  toilets  were  completed  in  Market  Square, 
which  have  excellent  facilities,  including  washing  facilities  with  hot 
and  cold  water  supply. 

The  toilets  in  Market  Square  are  solely  for  public  use,  as  the 
Alexandra  Theatre,  wThich  is  adjacent  to  them,  now  possesses  its  own 
conveniences. 

Some  existing  toilet  blocks  were  provided  with  wash-hand  basins 
and  cold  water  supply  during  the  year  and  it  is  intended  to  provide 
more  during  the  coming  year,  until  all  have  this  facility. 

As  I only  commenced  my  duties  with  this  Authority  late  in  the 
year,  I am  not  able  to  make  any  comments  on  refuse  collection  during 
the  Summer  Season,  but  the  Council  agreed  in  November  to  allow  the 
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collection  teams  to  leave  work  when  their  daily  task  was  completed,  sub- 
ject to  one  vehicle  being  kept  at  the  Hele  Depot  on  ‘ stand-by  ’ until 
normal  finishing  time,  to  pick  up  any  bins  missed  during  the  day.  The 
Council  also  agreed  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  that  the  refuse 
staff  should  receive  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  all  salvage  collected  by  them. 
The  result  of  this  action  by  the  Council  has  been  to  make  for  smoother 
working  by  the  refuse  staff  and  has  resulted  in  less  overtime  being 
worked  during  the  winter  months. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  47  premises  had  been  given  a 
general  inspection  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act. 
I shall  endeavour  during  the  coming  year  to  complete  a substantial  pro- 
portion of  those  premises  still  awaiting  inspection,  but  this  will,  of 
course,  depend  upon  the  time  taken  up  by  other  work  in  the  Health 
Department. 

When  food  premises  are  inspected  under  the  above  Act,  they  are 
also  inspected  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations.  The 
general  standard  in  most  food  premises  inspected  so  far  has  been  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  1,370  visits  were  made  by  Mr.  Karslake  and  myself 
and  603  interviews  granted  in  relation  to  the  work  of  the  Department. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Council  and  Officers  for  their  support  during  the  year  and  in  particular 
I wish  to  thank  my  Clerk,  Mr.  Down,  for  his  invaluable  assistance.

Housing.  There  is  still  a fairly  large  number  of  applicants  for  re- 
housing by  the  Council,  although  in  many  cases  present  living  standards 
are  fairly  reasonable. 

The  Wilder  Park  Flats  for  old  people  have  proved  very  successful. 
Mrs.  Braund  has  shown  herself  to  be  a very  efficient  Warden,  carrying  out 
her  duties  with  great  tact  and  patience  at  all  times,  and  speaking 
generally  the  community  at  the  flats  is  a very  contented  one. 

A scheme  to  improve  the  twelve  flats  at  Quayfield  Road  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Council  for  consideration  in  the  first  half  of  next  year. 

Action  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act  1957,  resulted  in  3 
properties  being  demolished  as  a result  of  demolition  procedure. 

Re-housing.  During  the  year  22  Council  houses  were  let  as  a result 
of  changes  of  tenancy,  and  11  tenants  exchanged  occupation  of  Council 
owned  properties.  The  three  two-bedroomed  flats  at  87  St.  Brannocks 
Road  were  allocated  in  November. 
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Overcrowding  and  Certificates  of  Disrepair.  Twe  cases  of 
overcrowding  were  reported  and  subsequently  abated  after  informal 
action.  No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received 
during  the  year. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960.  There 

are  4 sites  licenced  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act,  and  one 
site  is  operated  by  the  Caravan  Club. 

Tenting.  Four  sites  are  used  for  tenting  (including  one  under  the 
control  of  the  Camping  Club  of  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland). 
Sanitary  accommodation  and  water  supply  is  available. 

14  visits  were  paid  to  sites  during  the  year. 


Water  Supply. 

The  Water  Supply  is  controlled  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board. 
81  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  by  the  Board  and  all  proved 
satisfactory. 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Board. 

The  water  supply  has  been  entirely  satisfactory  in  quality  and  in 
quantity. 

Bacteriological  samples  are  taken  weekly  and  duplicate  examination 
results  are  sent  to  the  Council.  These  samples  are  taken  from 
consumers’  taps  at  various  points  in  the  town.  Samples  for  bacteriological 
analyses  are  not  normally  taken  of  the  raw  water  as  this  is  known  to 
vary  from  day  to  day  according  to  rainfall. 

The  water  supplied  from  Hore  Down  is  slightly  plumbo-solvent  at 
the  source,  although  this  is  corrected  by  treatment  at  Friendship  before 
the  water  is  put  into  supply. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  with  regard  to  contamination. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains 
is  3,370. 

Natural  Fluoride  content  of  water  .02  part  per  million. 
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Swimming  Baths.  The  Council  operate  one  of  the  largest  covered  sea 
water  swimming  baths  in  the  South  West.  It  is  very  old  and  in  need  of 
improvement. 

There  are  three  Private  Swimming  Baths  attached  to  Hotels.  The 
water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated.

Food  & Drugs  Sampling. 

Devon  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  this  area, 
and  in  November  the  Council  agreed  that  in  future  all  complaints 
relating  to  unsound  food  should  be  passed  to  the  County  Council  for 
any  action  that  Authority  consideted  necessary. 


Rodent  and  Pest  Control. 

Rodent  Centrol.  This  service  is  carried  out  on  a part-time  basis  by  a 
Council  employee  who  does  routine  inspections  and  treatments  using 
warfarin  poison. 

No  major  infestations  were  reported  during  the  year. 

The  Refuse  Tip  is  daily  inspected  for  rat  infestation  and  if  any 
activity  is  found,  treatment  is  carried  out  immediately. 

The  use  of  warfarin  poison  reduces  risk  of  danger  to  domestic 
animals  to  minimal  proportions  and  no  cases  of  warfarin-prejudice  was 
encountered  during  the  year. 

Pest  Control.  Wasps.  In  all  cases  advice  is  given  on  the  best  methods 
to  be  adopted  for  the  extermination  of  these  pests.

Vehicles.  The  Council  have  three  vehicles  in  use,  one  being  laid  up  at 
Hele  Depot  during  the  winter  months.  The  vehicles  are  : 

(1)  Ford  15  cwt.  with  specially  constructed  body  for  refuse  col- 
lection, purchased  August,  1964. 

(2)  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  with  compression 

plate,  purchased  in  Ma}’,  1960. 

(3)  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  TN  type  Continuous  Loader,  purchased 

in  April,  1966. 

Collection  Service.  Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  throughout 
the  Urban  District.  Two  collections  are  made  each  week  during  the 
summer  months  from  Hotels  and  Guest  Houses  which  are  so  assessed  for 
rating  purposes. 

Further  collections  are  made  if  requested  on  payment  of  10 /-  per  bin 
per  additional  collection  per  week  for  the  summer  season  and  pro  rata 
charges  are  made  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse,  varying  from 
£1  11s.  6d.  to  £5  12s.  6d.  according  to  quantity  to  be  removed. 

Disposal  of  Refuse.  The  Refuse  Tip  at  Killacleave  Wood  serves  the 
District  and  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out. 

A B85  tracked  vehicle  is  employed  at  the  Tip  which  was  purchased 
in  May,  1965,  to  level  the  refuse  and  dig  covering  material. 

The  amount  of  refuse  deposited  during  the  year  consisted  of  2,417 
loads  weighing  an  estimated  4,215  tons.  In  addition  6,661  loads  of  soil 
and  other  covering  material  were  deposited  at  the  Tip  during  the  year. 

The  large  quantities  of  soil  now  being  deposited  at  the  Tip  from 
various  building  projects  are  becoming  an  embarrassment,  as  the  great 
majority  of  the  soil  cannot  be  used  for  covering  as  it  arrives  at  too  fast 
a rate.  I feel  that  the  quantity  being  deposited  should  be  controlled  as 
otherwise  the  life  of  the  Tip  will  be  considerably  shortened. 

Little  trouble  is  experienced  from  rat  infestation  at  the  Tip  and  fly 
infestations  are  not  troublesome — due  to  adequate  covering  and  com- 
paction of  the  refuse.

The  new  toilets  at  Market  Square  were  completed  during  the  year, 
where  excellent  facilities  are  provided.  These  came  into  use  in  May. 


Conveniences  at  the  Pier  continued  to  be  cleaned  by  the  Harbour 
Staff. 

All  other  toilets  in  use  are  visited  and  cleaned  every  day  during 
the  winter  time,  and  more  frequently  during  the  summer  months. 

In  May,  the  toilets  at  the  Alexandra  Theatre  came  into  use  which 
obviated  the  use  of  the  toilets  at  Market  Square  by  theatre-goers. 
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Petroleum  (Regulation)  Acts,  1928  and  1936. 


During  the  year  24  renewal  licenses  permitting  the  storage  of 
petroleum  spirit  and  mixtures  were  issued.
